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Cross Burning Arouses Town 


The Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce, at a special 
Board of Directors meeting 
yesterday, affirmed its faith 
in the local citizenry to work 
out a fair solution to the 
current controversy over re¬ 
ligion in the public schools. 

The Board’s resolution said: 

"The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, deeply concerned 
about the problem which 
has confronted our citizens 
in the last two weeks, over 
the relationship of religion 
to our schools, and recogniz¬ 
ing that the issue is a com¬ 
plex one, over which right 
thinking men may differ, 
makes the following sugges¬ 
tions: 

“I. It affirms its faith in 
the ability of the citizens of 
Sierra Madre to work out the 
issue in a fair, dispassionate, 
and equitable manner. 

"2. While neither support¬ 
ing nor challenging the ac¬ 
tion of the School Board, it 
affirms its faith in the in¬ 
tegrity of the Board and its 
individual members. 

"3. It suggests that the 
community bring its best 
thinking to the committee 
appointed by the Board, and 
that the Board give earnest 
consideration to the recom¬ 
mendations of said commit¬ 
tee.”

The full committtee will 
include three members of 
the Coordinating Council, 
two from the Ministerial As¬ 
sociation, one from the school 
faculty, two from the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, two from the PTA, 
and a representative of the 
Jewish and of the Catholic 
faith.

Elmo 
Roper, prominent public 
opinion pollster and radio 
commentator, is chairman 
of the board. 

Board of Education Chair¬ 
man Milton Valois, presid¬ 
ing, told the meeting he too 
had been deceived. He said 
that Herbert Bernard, in 
charge of the crew, had 
“forced” a call through to 
him and got permission to 
film the meeting with the 
understanding that he rep.

Washington News

Readers of this column 
know that I have long advo : 
cated cutting down govern¬ 
ment costs. Yet there is one 
agency where I feel we have 
spent too little, and in fact 
are operating on a “penny 
wise and dollar foolish” pol¬ 
icy. This is the Forest Serv¬ 
ice. 

Forest fires have taken 
such a toll in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia that we have had to 
battle in Congress each year 
for additional appropriations 
just to keep the fire preven¬ 
tion program at a minimum. 

Last week I made what 
has become a “regular an¬ 
nual appearance” before a 
House Appropriations sub¬ 
committee to request an ad¬ 
ditional $1,475,000 for fire 
protection for our four South¬ 
land forests—Angeles, Cleve¬ 
land, Los Padres and San 
Bernardino. 

The money's vitally need¬ 
ed. Just how vitally can be 
told in the words of Robert

$300,000 
To Refugees 

The American Friends 
Service Committee has col¬ 
lected $300,000 for Hungari¬ 
an relief and shipped more 
than a half-million pounds 
of supplies to Hungarian ref¬ 
ugees, Edwin A. Sanders, ex¬ 
ecutive secretary of the 
Quaker organization’s re¬ 
gional office, announced 
yesterday. 

In addition, it distributed 
over a million pounds of 
supplies and 10 million 
pounds of government sur¬ 
plus foods to needy people 
on four continents. 

In an effort to inspire un¬ 
derstanding between diverse 
peoples, Service Committee 
programs bring them to¬ 
gether to exchange ideas. 
Last year, for instance, aFSC 
conferences brought together 
93 young diplomats from 35 
countries for off-the-record 
discussions. 

Other programs to promote 
international understanding 
were seminars for United 
Nations delegates in New 
York and for U. S. govern¬ 
ment officials and Congress- 
m e n in Washington. The 
AFSC also fostered cultural 
exchange between students 
of Asia, Europe and America. 

Although guided by Quak¬ 
er principles, the AFSC in¬ 
cludes supporters of many 
faiths who last year contrib¬ 
uted cash and material aids 
totaling over 6.7 million dol¬ 
lars in addition to help for 
Hungarian relief.

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On the Trails . . . 

A Walk in the Mountains 
Brings Man Closer to God 

By Bill Work 

Perhaps the members of the Rescue Crew do not attend 
church as often as they should. Yet Charles L-ouk of the 
Klwanis Club, who was visiting our crew during a recent 
meeting, certainly expressed the feelings of our members, 
when he said: 

“You know there is nothing like walking in the moun¬ 
tains. I don’t know why, but somehow it makes you feel 
just a little closer to God.” 

And why is this? 

The camps we knew in the days gone by, such as 
Opids, Colbys, Loomis and even Sturtevant, have been 
taken over by church organizations, indicating a relation¬ 
ship between the mountains, built by no ordinary builder, 
and the great churches in the valley. Seeking the answer I 
looked up Rev. George Lindsay, asked a simple question, 
and received a beautiful answer: 

“From the beginning of time, men have gone to the 
mountain tops to worship God. The altars to pagan gods 
were always in ‘high places,’ and the Psalmist reminds us 
that we can ‘lift up our eyes unto the hills, from whence 
cometh our help.’ Whenever we have been lifted out of 
ourselves, by a realization of the presence of God in our 
lives, of His power and guidance, directed toward us, we 
speak of a mountain top experience.” 

IT IS NOT to be wondered then, that when church 
groups come to build camps, conference grounds, and 
retreat centers, they most naturally turn to the mountains 
to find the proper sites. It is not merely that there is more 
room there, nor is it merely the desire to “get away from 
it all.” 

In Jewish and Christian traditions men do not worship 
nature. There is nothing sacred about a tree, nothing divine 
about a mountain. But our tired human spirit needs the 
perspective that the mountain peaks brings, needs the 
quietness that the forest invokes, needs the calmness that 
comes from mountain stream or hidden valley. 

Our own San Gabriel mountains have many such 
camps. Within them, away from confusion, distraction, the 
pressures which exist in our crowded coastal valleys, men 
and women, and especially young people, are able to see 
their lives in perspective. The values which come from 
God somehow stand forth more clearly: the challenge to 
live our lives by the highest and the best, rather than the 
shoddiest and the least, rings clearly in our ears, in the 
mountains. 

Our pride is humbled by the vastness of the mountains’ 
bulk, and the punyness of our human efforts to conquer 
it. We know when we sleep under the open skies, when 
we hike the open trail, when we climb the rugged peak, 
that this is God’s world—that we are His creatures, and 
not our own, and we draw strength from that knowledge. 

NO, IT IS no accident that men, from the beginning, 
have gone to the mountain tops to seek God. 

God meets me in the mountains when I climb alone 
and high, 

Above the wrangling sinners and the jangling de¬ 
votees, 

Up where the tapered spruce will guide my glances to 
the sky 

And canyon walls will mutely preach their mighty 
homilies 

In hush so dense that I can sense — is it my pulses 
drumming 

Or God's light footfall, coming through the silvery 
aspen tree? 

Where pines reach up the mountains and the moun¬ 
tains up the blue, 

And tense with some expectancy, the lifting ledges 
frown, 

The high desire of the hills is my desire too 

For there my spirit laughs to fling its worldly 
duffle down 

And shaking free exultantly, call to its great compan¬ 
ion; 

God meets me in the canyon when I miss him in 
town.

charge for television pro- 1 
grams, and that he had only t 
asked Mr. Stout if he was j 
“interested.” (Stout subse¬ 
quently used some of the 
film on an evening news 
program.) 

It was at this juncture that 
coherence departed from the 
proceedings. At the front, 
speakers at or near the mi¬ 
crophone demanded confis¬ 
cation of the film, tossing 
out of the crew,. calling of 
the police to impound the 
camera, etc. 

Others tried to get in a 
word about freedom of the 
press, and the constitutional 
right of citizens, a subject 
about which there had ear¬ 
lier been some conversation. 

Dr. Valois suggested a poll 
of the audience to decide 
what to do about the film, 
but nothing more was heard 
of this. 

MEANWHILE, at the back 
of the hall there was less 
talk and more danger of ac¬ 
tio n. Someone apparently 
menaced the cameraman, 
who spun around, shouting: 
“Don’t manhandle me! I 
don’t have to be manhan- 
died here.” 

A girl assistant picked up 
the film cans with the idea 
of getting them to safety. A 
woman shouted: “Stop her!” 
and she was blocked from 
the door. 

Now, if not sooner, some¬ 
one went for the police. They 
came quickly, and were 
joined by an Arcadia squad I 
car just in case. As it turned 
out. their presence was wel¬ 
come, but not required. 

Eventually, t h e meeting 
resumed a fair semblance ot 
order. Discussion, as has 
been the case throughout the 
controversy, focused on the 
Nativity pageant. 

PRINCIPAL POINTS cov¬ 
ered was largely repetitive 
of those reported from the 
PTA Executive Board meet¬ 
ing earlier in the week. Re¬ 
ligious observances in school 
were fundamental to the 
maintenance of Christian cul¬ 
ture—or—.any religion what¬ 
ever in the schools was ille¬ 
gal, a violation of the rights 
of minorities.
